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DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-14, 16-32, 34-44, and 46-47 are pending in this application, which is a DIV of 
Serial Number 10/121,320, now US Patent 6,845,734. 

The preliminary amendment dated 10/30/03 has been entered. Canceled claims 15, 33, 
45, and 48-68 are noted. 



Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper content of an abstract of the disclosure. 

A patent abstract is a concise statement of the technical disclosure of the patent and 
should include that which is new in the art to which the invention pertains. If the patent is of a 
basic nature, the entire technical disclosure may be new in the art, and the abstract should be 
directed to the entire disclosure. If the patent is in the nature of an improvement in an old 
apparatus, process, product, or con5)osition, the abstract should include the technical disclosure 
of the in5)rovement. In certain patents, particularly those for compounds and compositions, 
wherein the process for making and/or the use thereof are not obvious, the abstract should set 
forth a process for making and/or use thereof If the new technical disclosure involves 
modifications or alternatives, the abstract should mention by way of example the preferred 
modification or alternative. 

The abstract should not refer to purported merits or speculative apphcations of the 
invention and should not covapdst the invention with the prior art. 

Where applicable, the abstract should include the following: 

(1) if a machine or apparatus, its organization and operation; 

(2) if an article, its method of making; 

(3) if a chemical compound, its identity and use; 

(4) if a mixture, its ingredients; 

(5) if a process, the steps. 

Extensive mechanical and design details of apparatus should not be given. 
It is noted that the claimed invention is directed to a method. The examiner suggests 
amending the abstract to reflect same. 
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The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

It is noted that the claimed invention is directed solely to a method. The examiner 
suggests amending the title to reflect same. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing 
to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as the 
invention. . 

In claim 1, the preamble is confusing. It is noted that the preamble is directed to a 
deposition method but there is no deposition step recited. The examiner suggests amending the 
claim to positively recite a deposition step. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of the 
claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of the various 
claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein were made absent any 
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evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out 
the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was not commonly owned at the time a later 
invention was made in order for the examiner to consider the applicability of 35 U.S:C. 103(c) 
and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) prior art under 35 U.S.C. 103(a). 

Claims 1-14, 16-32, 34-44, 46-47 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Ahn et aL (6,454,912) or Ghanbari (4,778,561). Ahn discloses a method of 
forming a ferroelectric film on a semiconductor wafer by ECR CVD (col.2 hues 23-33). The 
ECR CVD system includes a plasma generator which contains an excitation chamber 126, 
reactant gas inlets 128^ and a microwave source 132 which couples to the excitation chamber 
through a quartz window 146 (col.3 Unes 52-67). The reaction gases are excited and eventually 
form on the substrate (col.4 line 52 - coL5 line 37). 

Ghanbari discloses a method of using an ECR plasma source to deposit a film using a 
microwave source in which a nonconductive window separates the chamber and the microwave 
source (coL3 lines 5-35 and col.4 lines 1-5). 

However, the references remain silent on phased array microwave radiation, 

Cherrette discloses the use of a phased array antenna for efficient radiation of microwave 
energy (coll Unes 7-12). Specifically, the use of an active phased array is more efficient and 
hence, less costly. It would have been obvious to utilize the phase array antenna of Cherrette in 
the process of Ahn or Ghanbari with the expectation of obtaining a more cost effective coating 
process because Cherrette teaches the efficient radiation of microwave energy. 

Independent claim 14 requires the microwave radiation be in a beam This limitation is 
taught in the primary references. 

Independent claim 22 requires an external microwave source. This limitation is taught in 
the primary references. 
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Independent claim 28 requires a the microwave source to be a phased array microwave 
antenna. This limitation is taught in the primary references. 

Independent claim 37 and 39 requires combinations of the above elements. This 
limitation is taught in the primary references. 

The limitations of dependent claims 2-13, 16-21, 23-27, 29-32, 34-36, 38, 40-44, 46-47 
have been addressed above.
